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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 18, 2009 has been entered. 

Status of claims 

2. Claims 1,15, 20, 28 and 33-35 have been amended. Claims 3, 5, 1 -1 3, 1 7, 1 9 
and 32 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6-10, 14, 15-18, 20-27, 28-31 and 33-35 
are pending and have been considered below. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 28 is objected to because of the following informalities: Line 5, recites the 
limitation of "an authorized user "which should state "said unauthorized user". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. Claim 1 recites the limitation " transforms the first code to a new code", however 
claims 20, 28, 33-35 recite the limitations of "transforms the first code to a second 
code". Applicant need to be consistent with terminology used in the claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 34 and 35: The claims recite the limitation of "A computer storage media 
having computer executable instructions stored thereon to transform a first code into a 
second code" and a lot of wherein clauses. Claims 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, while being enabling for process 
of transforming a first code that is designed within the noise model, and performs 
various algebraic transformations on such first code to create a second code. Upon 
transforming the first code into the second code, the second code will appear to be 
random to a computationally bounded adversary, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for using a single definition for transforming the code. The process in this 
claim consists of a single step: "using a single definition for transforming the first code to 
a new code, and thus is interpreted as a single means/single step claim under MPEP 
2164.08(a). A single means claim, i.e., where a means recitation does not appear in 
combination with another recited element of means, is subject to an undue breadth 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. In re Hyatt, 708 F.2d 712, 714-715, 218 
USPQ 195, 197 (Fed. Cir. 1983) (A single means claim which covered every 
conceivable means for achieving the stated purpose was held nonenabling for the 
scope of the claim because the specification disclosed at most only those means known 
to the inventor.). When claims depend on a recited property, a fact situation comparable 
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to Hyatt is possible, where the claim covers every conceivable structure (means) for 
achieving the stated property (result) while the specification discloses at most only 
those known to the inventor." 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

9. Regarding claim 33: Claim 33 is a system claim comprising a processor 
executing the following". However, the component of system are all hardware, for 
example, means for receiving, means for transforming means for decoding means for 
generating etc. Appropriated correction is required. 

10. Regarding Claims 34 and 35: Claims 34 and 35 are program per se however the 
last paragraph of claims 34 and 35 recites the limitation "pseudo random number 
generator", which is a hardware component. It is unclear to the examiner if the random 
number generator is part of computer storage media or if the random number generator 
is implemented in software only. Appropriated correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 28, 33-35 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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12. Claims 29-31 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
